Knott Jr 
C-SA Administrator, and Burke Marshall, on behalf of the 
Executors oi tne Estate of John F.- Kennedy.

What 
remains is a vast collection of irrelevant material that 
contains hardly any information on the subject of the 
investigation that has not already been made public. It 
contains a great deal of information given in confidence, 
the content and source of which not only proved to have 
no connection with the assassination, but the disclosure 
of which would only serve to embarrass or possibly harm 
the reputations of many individual citizens. - .

Many persons, for example, were questioned on the 
basis of the flimsiest of tips and found to have no 
connection with the assassination. Their questioning 
often involved the disclosure of Intimate personal facts 
having no relevance to the assassination. The fact that 
they were questioned at all is a tribute to the thorough- 
ness of the investigation. Nor would any evident con- 
structive purpose be served by disclosure of the in- 
formants in such cases, most of whom appear to have acted 
. in good faith. Appendix A contains a summary, by category, 
of the types of documents and their contents, that have 
been recommended for continued withholding. 

II. Documents to be Considered for Release 

The documents listed in Appendix B appear appropriate 
for disclosure consistent with the guidelines, based on 
'examination of the documents themselves. The comments 
made by my staff on which this recommendation for release 
is based are shown for each document. However, in view ■ 
of the lack of substantive value of these materials, 
and the very small proportion which they represent of 
the total presently withheld, I do not believe that any 
constructive purpose would be served by their release 
prior to the review scheduled for 1970, for which this 
list would furnish an appropriate starting point. 
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In any event, because a different evaluation of 
releasability might be made on the basis of other facts 
not now known to us, no firm recommendation for release 
should be made until the departments and agencies con- 
cerned have had a chance to express their views. If 
you agree with our recommendation that. these documents . 
do not merit release prior to the 1970 review, ■ it will 
not be necessary to contact the originating departments 
and agencies for clearance at this time. This Office 
would notify them informally of the results of our re- 
view since they consented to our inspection of the 
documents for that purpose. , . ' ' . 

Ill . Physical Security of Withheld Documents 



The documents are presently stored in a room locked 
with a combination lock in the National Archives Building. 

This room contains the commission documents that have been 
made available to the public as well as numerous other, 
completely unrelated files of a confidential nature. ~- 

Access to the publicly available documents of the Warren 
Commission involves their removal from this storage room 
to one of the public reading areas In the Archives. The 
public does not have access to the room in which they are 
'stored. This room is normally used by several employees 
* x of the Archives who work there. 

The withheld documents are physically separated ... 
from those available to the public. They are contained 
in cardboard boxes of the kind commonly used in the 
Archives and occupy mostiof one three- foot section of 
metal shelves. These shelves are arranged in rows like •” 
library stacks and provide open access to anyone admitted 
to the storage room. Appendix C contains a list of all 
the boxes. - 
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The Kennedy autopsy photographs are kept in the 
| same room in a combination safe in the rear. There is 

not sufficient space in that safe for the withheld 
commission documents® 
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There is, however, a section of the stacks across 
from those where the documents are now stored that is - 
secured by locked metal grill doors. Mr. Marion Johnson 
Co. ^ the Archives has agreed to transfer the documents to 
this area, which should provide an added measure of 
security.
